Kids’ Olympic 
dance dreams 
left in tatters

THE Olympic dreams of 75 children 
have been left in ruins after invita¬ 
tions for them to perform at the 
Games were said to be fake. 

Youngsters aged nine to 19 were led to 
believe they would be taking part in the 
closing ceremony - a unique opportu¬ 
nity to perform on a world stage. 

But they have now been told that the 
Metropolitan Police are investigating 
an alleged scam, meaning months of 
rehearsals could have been in vain. 

Officers from the Force’s Operation 
Podium, the team dealing with crime 
related to London 2012, visited dance 
schools in Northamptonshire to 
deliver the bad news. 

Amanda Wilkins, principal of 
Kilburn School of Dance, on Rock 
Street, Wellingborough, said her 
students were “absolutely devastated”. 

She said: “A once in a lifetime experi¬ 
ence that was their dream is now no 
longer. We had auditions in fanuary, 
and we’ve already had two weeks in 
rehearsals. 

“It’s devastating. Their hopes and 
dreams have been trashed.” 

Young dancers at Sinead Loughnane 


Dance School, based in Northampton, 
and Dance Factory in Kettering, were 
also affected. 

Concerns were first raised on May 1 
when Operation Podium, supported 
by Northamptonshire Police, started 
investigating what appeared to be a 
fraudulent offer to dance schools in 
the county, for pupils to participate in 
the closing ceremony of the Games. 

Detective Superintendent Nick 
Downing, of Operation Podium, said: 
“For many of those affected this will 
be incredibly disappointing news and 
will cause concern and sadness. 

“Our investigation to date has shown 
that three dance schools have signed 
up to what they believed to be partici¬ 
pating in the closing ceremony of the 
Olympic Games. Up to 75 children 
aged nine to 19 have been rehearsing 
and planning for this day” 

He added: “I would ask anyone who 
thinks they may have been affected by 
this to get in contact with us.” 

Police say they are also investigating 
approaches to a number of businesses 
in Northamptonshire, Manchester, 
Portsmouth and Birmingham to pro¬ 
vide sponsorship. 

The company officers believe to be 
at the heart of the fraud is called RWB 


Project, Midlands. Olympic organisers 
LOCOG have confirmed that the com¬ 
pany is not in any way associated with 
the Olympic or Paralympic Games. 

Chief Superintendent Paul Fell, 
territorial commander for 
Northamptonshire Police, said: “It is of 
concern that local people in this coun¬ 
ty could potentially be involved in 
such an incident. 

“There will be upset where young 
people have been working hard in 
practising for an event of such impor¬ 
tance in which they have been led to 
believe that they will be involved. 

“We will continue to work with the 
Metropolitan Police to ensure that 
where people may have committed 
offences they are brought to justice 
and reassure local people that this will 
take place.”

New ‘muggers’ paradise’ 
bus depot plan under fire

CONCERNED passengers 
have started making formal 
complaints about 

Northampton’s proposed 
new bus station. 

Northampton Borough 
Council has received a num¬ 
ber of letters about the plans 
since they were unveiled just 
two weeks ago. 

Councillor David 

Mackintosh, leader of the 
council, came under fire for 
not holding a public meeting 
about the proposals, with 
opposition parties accusing 
him of being too frightened. 

But passengers have still 


been making their views 
heard, with most complaints 
focusing on the size of the 
site, the number of buses and 
congestion in the area. 

Many said the new facility 
would be too small, arguing 
that the planned extra bays 
on The Drapery were proof 
that the Fishmarket site was 
not sufficient. 

Geoff Pratt, of Bush Hill, 
Northampton, said: “The 
Fishmarket site is too small 
for use as a bus interchange. 
Owing to over-crowding of 
passengers, the site will be a 
muggers’ paradise.” 

He added: “The area set 
aside for queuing is far too 
small. I took a sample count 


[at the existing station] at 
10.40am. I was situated at bay 
20 where the X4 comes in. The 
length of the queue was 
approximately 50 foot. That 
queue would have taken up 
two extra bus bays in the 
proposed interchange.” 

Another bus user wrote: 
“Right from the start the 
designers knew the site was 
too small.” 

Others claimed that the 
plans were being sold to the 
public on the design, but not 
on the workings of the inter¬ 
change, with one resident 
writing that the move was a 
“gamble of £8 million”. 

And while some passengers 
argued their case, one 


woman, a regular user of the 
Greyfriars station, made a 
personal plea to Councillors 
Mackintosh and Tim 
Hadland. 

She wrote: “Our bus station 
is the very best, functional 
asset Northampton has to 
offer. It’s a first-class bus sta¬ 
tion, which is tried and tested 
and operates like clockwork. 

“Please don’t kill off this 
perfectly situated vital asset. 
It’s friendly and comforting 
after a busy day in town.” 

Planning officials at 
Northampton Borough 
Council are expected to make 
a final decision on the 
proposals in the next few 
months. 


Cab age limit idea ditched 


PLANS to introduce an age 
limit on cabs have been 
thrown out. Northampton 
Borough Council decided not 
to bring in rules that would 
mean private hire vehicles 
could only remain on the road 
until they were a certain age. 

But at the meeting on 
Tuesday night, members of 
the licensing committee 
called for additional checks 
on the condition of vehicles to 
make sure required standards 
were kept. 

It follows a three month 
consultation on whether the 
policy in relation to age and 
engine capacity of cars needs 
changing in the interests of 
public safety and so that rules 
were the same for both types 
of vehicles. The existing policy 


introduced in 1997 stipulates 
that Hackney Carriages [black 
cabs] must be less than three 
years old when licensed for 
the first time, but after that 
there is no upper age limit. 

There is also no lower and 
upper limit for Private Hire 
Vehicles. 

However, the majority of 
those who replied to a survey 
said that age had little impact 
on safety and as there was no 
evidence to suggest that how 
old a vehicle was determined 
its safety, the committee 
decided against introducing 
an age limit. 

It also scrapped the 
requirement for hackney 
carriages to be less than 
three years old when licensed 
for the first time.

HOMES HIT BY POWER CUT 

HUNDREDS of homes were 
without power on Tuesday 
night after a fault with high 
voltage equipment. 

Around 2,900 properties in 
the East Hunsbury and 
Wootton area of Northampton 
were affected at around 7pm. 

And while engineers worked 
to fix the problem many 
houses had the power 
restored only for it to go off 
again. 

A spokesman for Western 
Power said the majority of 
residents had their electricity 
back on within half an hour 
and all were restored by 
around 8pm. 

He added: “While we were 
carrying out the work some 
people might have had their 


lights come on and then go 
off again but only for a couple 
of minutes.” 

Engineers were still at the 
scene yesterday working on 
fully repairing the fault. 

PARKING AXED FOR UNI FLATS 

A CAR park will close next 
month to make way for new 
university flats. 

Northampton Borough 
Council is selling St John’s 
surface car park in the town 
centre to make way for the 
University of Northampton’s 
new 464-room halls of 
residence. The plan was 
approved last month. 

The 150-space car park will 
close for business at midnight 
on June 15. The council said it 
has more parking than is used. 
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Village rocked by 
death of woman

NEIGHBOURS in a small 
Northamptonshire village have 
been left shocked following the 
death of a 57-year-old woman. 

Bernadette McConchie, who is 
the wife of former Tesco director 
Neil McConchie, was discovered 
in the couple’s £700,000 home in 
Milton Malsor at about 5pm on 
Wednesday, May 2. 

It is believed she died as a result 
of a single stab wound. 

Northamptonshire Police have 
confirmed they are not treating 
her death as suspicious and 
are not looking for anyone else 
in connection with Mrs 
McConchie’s death. 

This week, villagers paid tribute 
to someone they described as ‘a 
sweet lady’. 

Sam Madan, who runs the 
village shop, said he had known 
Mrs McConchie for 21 years. 

He said: “She was a genuine 
lady, the sweetest lady you could 
ever meet. 

“We used to see her out and 
about walking her Labrador and 
she would speak to everyone she 
met. When I heard about her 
death it was a real shock. I heard 
someone had died but I never 
thought it was her. I saw the 


police going in the house so for 
me it was a big shock.” 

Debbie Read, who lived across 
the road from Mrs McConchie, 
said: “I had been away when this 
happened but when I came back 
and heard I was shocked. 

“I used to see her when she was 
walking her dog and I was walk¬ 
ing mine. 

“She was a very good neighbour 
and the whole village is shocked.” 

Another neighbour, who wished 
to remain anonymous, said: “We 
knew her as we used to see her 
walking her dog. 

“We feel very sad for the family 
as this is a devastating shock. 

“Last Wednesday I saw the 


ambulance outside the house as 
well as the police cars. 

“This has been a massive shock 
and the family needs to be given 
their space to grieve.” 

Mrs McConchie worked at 
Wootton Primary School, in 
Northampton before retiring 
several years ago. 

Her millionaire husband is 
now MD of a warehousing and 
distribution company near 
Lutterworth. 

Inspector Daemon Johnson, of 
Northamptonshire Police, said: 
‘There are no suspicious circum¬ 
stances and we are not looking 
for anyone else in connection 
with her death.”

Switch cameras on 
plea from Lib-Dems

OPPOSITION councillors have 
called for the county’s speed 
cameras to be switched back on 
in the wake of rising road deaths. 

As the Herald & Post reported 
last week, 17 people died in traffic 
incidents in the first four months 
of the year - nearly as many as the 
total for 2011, when there were 19 
fatalities. 

A report seen by 
Northamptonshire Police 

Authority showed that in the first 
few months after speed cameras 
were switched off by the county 
council there was no increase in 
fatal accidents. 


But since August 2011, the num¬ 
bers have been increasing, and 
Liberal Democrats at County 
Hall believe the speed camera 
switch-off is to blame. 

Councillor Chris Stanbra, 
deputy leader of the opposition, 
said: “Recently it was announced 
that road deaths have gone up. 
For the period January to April 
this year, the figures were higher 
than for the whole of the last 
calendar year. Clearly there’s an 
issue there. 

“I think it’s acknowledged that 
speed cameras led to a decrease in 
deaths on the road - otherwise 
why would they have been 
installed? They said ‘this is not a 
revenue-raising measure, this is 


about road safety’.” Police said the 
rise in road deaths was part of a 
national trend and that there was 
no clear pattern to the increase. 

But Liberal Democrats have 
repeatedly criticised the break-up 
of the Casualty Reduction 
Partnership and are now putting 
forward an official motion to be 
debated by Northamptonshire 
County Council. 

Cllr Stanbra added that the 
authority should look at any 
measures that could help to mod¬ 
ify speeding drivers’ behaviour. 

He said: “The county council 
need to give these things due con¬ 
sideration.” 

The motion will go before a meet¬ 
ing of the full council on May 17.

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Council could take 
Lakes fear to top

IF the £50 million Rushden 
Lakes development is given 
the green light an objection 
could soon be sitting on a 
government minister’s desk. 

Northampton Borough 
Council is considering taking 
this action if East 
Northamptonshire Council 
(ENC) gives the go-ahead for 
what is turning out to be a con¬ 
troversial scheme. 

Councillor Tim Hadland, cab¬ 
inet member for regeneration, 
enterprise and planning at 
Northampton Borough 

Council, said: “After studying 
the size and location of the pro¬ 
posals and the potential impact 
on Northampton and other 
town centres, the committee 
has raised a number of strong 
objections which will be heard 
by ENC’s planning committee 
before a decision is made. 

“The proposals appear to con¬ 
flict with national planning 
policy and could jeopardise 
jobs and investment in 
Northampton. 

“Therefore if ENC decided to 



approve the plans we would 
have to look at referring the 
decision to the Secretary of 
State.” 

Councils in Kettering and 
Corby have already objected to 
the retail development. 

LXB Retail Properties is pro¬ 
posing to build a leisure park 
complete with three retail 
terraces, a hotel, restaurants, 
creche, drive-through and 
marina. 

LXB spokesman Gavin Stollar 
said: “This overview of the 
Rushden Lakes scheme high¬ 
lights the many different 
aspects of the Lakes proposal. 

“From the large garden centre 
unit to the west, the hotel, 
leisure centre and creche to the 


east and the lakes, restaurants, 
boathouse, visitor centre and 
new path and cycleways to the 
north - there is something for 
everyone to get excited about. 

“This is a private investment 
and I think the commercial 
interest is being whipped up 
into a frenzy by local councils 
and councillors who feel com¬ 
pelled to react. 

“What we are saying is there is 
investment in every town and it 
is their duty to attract investors. 

“By opposing Rushden Lakes, 
Northampton seems keen to 
turn away this level of invest¬ 
ment out of the county. 

“Can it afford to do this? Can 
they afford to turn away in the 
region of 1,500 - 2,000 jobs?”

Callum calls it from

YOU might have received the 
odd prank call but has anyone 
ever been in touch with you 
from beyond the grave? 

These ‘calls from the dead’ are 
what 23-year-old PhD student 
Callum Cooper from the 
University of Northampton has 
been studying for the past three 
years. 

And he has discovered this 
phenomenon is more wide¬ 
spread than you would think. 

This might sound like some¬ 
thing from sci-fi series The X 
Files, but for his research, Mr 
Cooper has spent a lot of time 
interviewing people who have 
experienced strange calls where 
they answer the phone and just 
hear white noise. 


One case he researched 
occurred in the 1960s and 
involved an alleged call from 
someone who had passed away 
and lasted up to three years. 

The ‘caller’, believed to be a 
dead family friend, would ring 
three or four times a week. 

Mr Cooper said: “That is of 
course, if the event in question 
was not a prank, something 
which persisted for a serious 
amount of time. 

“However the characteristics of 
the call reflect those which 
appear to show signs in which 
the dead caller may relay infor¬ 
mation which is not known to 
anyone but the deceased. 

“This parapsychological 
phenomenon is relatively 
undocumented but it’s actually 
quite widespread across the 
world in terms of cases. 


“People have experienced 
bizarre events of phone calls 
which are unexplained - report¬ 
edly even having their loved 
ones talk to them on the phone 
after they have passed away.” 

Mr Cooper first became aware 
of these bizarre situations in 
2008. 

While at the university he 
stumbled across a book called 
Phone Calls from the Dead writ¬ 
ten by parapsychologists D Scott 
Rogo and Raymond Bayless. 

As a result of reading it he 
became intrigued and 
wondered if there was further 
research he could do in this 
field, reviving the work of the 
two US researchers which had 
been dormant for 30 years. 

Mr Cooper, who recently start¬ 
ed a doctoral research into 
psychology and parapsychology,

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aeyond the grave 


has brought all his research 
documents and cases together 
in his new book entitled 
Telephone Calls from the Dead. 

He said: “Some of the people, 
when they have tried to have the 
call traced, have found there is 
no record of it. 

“Even relatives of people who 
have been buried with their 
mobile phones have received 
calls from these numbers. 

“When they try to call back the 
number it is unobtainable and 
enough time has passed where 
the battery should be dead. 

“This study has been done as 
part of the University of 
Northampton so it has a proper 
standing. 

“What I have done is present 
the facts from the people I have 
interviewed from the cases and 
then have psychologists and 
parapsychologists giving their 
opinions. 

“I hope people will enjoy what 
they read and they can make 
their own conclusions.” 

Mr Cooper, who describes 
himself as ‘an open minded 
sceptic’, has never received a 
telephone call from the dead 
and he does not think he is ever 
going to get them.

‘Alarmed’ kids left 
in tears by flasher

A FLASHER who exposed himself 
to children as young as four 
has been jailed. 

Elando Parsi, 21, of Five Acres 
Fold, Briar Hill, Northampton, 
deliberately targeted children, 
said a judge. 

The defendant pleaded not 
guilty to two counts of exposure, 
forcing the young victims to go 
through the ordeal of giving 
evidence at his trial. 

Parsi was convicted by magis¬ 
trates on April 11 and appeared at 
Northampton Crown Court on 
Friday to be sentenced. 

Hannah Matten, prosecuting, 
said the first offence was directed 
at two sisters, aged 11 and 13, as 
they walked home from the shops 
on }uly 3 last year. 


She said: “The 11-year-old girl 
was walking home from Tesco 
with her sister and thought the 
man may be looking at them or 
following them, so she turned 
back to see what he was doing. 

“She described his actions in her 
witness statement as ‘wiggling his 
privates at me’.” 

The girls’ mother confirmed 
that her daughter was “distressed 
and crying” when she returned 
home and had said “Mum, some¬ 
thing serious has happened”. 

Nine days later, Parsi struck 
again, this time flashing a ten- 
year-old boy as he played with 
friends - one aged only four. 

The boy said the offender 
approached them and exposed 
himself “waving it side to side”. 

Both children picked Parsi out 
in an identity parade, and Miss 
Matten said the incidents had had 


a serious impact on them. 
Mitigating on behalf of the defen¬ 
dant, Mr De Freitas said: “His 
position stays the same and he is 
adamant that this is a case of 
mistaken identity.” 

Sentencing Parsi to eight 
months in prison, fudge Sylvia De 
Bertodano said: “These are seri¬ 
ous matters because even though 
there was no physical contact with 
the victims, an offence like this 
causes really serious alarm and dis¬ 
tress, and it is especially frightening 
when the victims are children. 

“It is clear to me that children 
were targeted by you and it’s obvi¬ 
ously had an ongoing psychologi¬ 
cal effect on them.” 

She added: “Children ought to 
be able to walk about and play in 
their home communities without 
being shocked and frightened by 
the actions of people like you.”

476 pupils miss out 
on chosen schools

NEARLY 9,000 pupil places 
have been allocated to children 
starting school this September. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council received 8,828 applica¬ 
tions - a rise of 416 from last year, 
and 801 more than in 2010. 

Nervous parents and guardians 
were sent details of their child’s 
allocated school, and 85 per cent 
of pupils were granted their top 
choice. 

But 476 families were not given 
any of their preferences. 

Councillor Andrew Grant, cabi¬ 
net member for children, learn¬ 
ing and skills, said: “We work hard 
to ensure pupils are allocated to 
one of their preferred schools 


wherever possible. Early figures 
show that 95 per cent of pupils 
have been allocated one of 
their three preferences, with 85 
per cent receiving their first pref¬ 
erence.” 

Cllr Grant added that late appli¬ 
cations were to blame for some 
pupils not receiving their 
favoured school. 

He said: “A late application 
impacts on the chances of a child 
getting its preferred school place 
so it’s disappointing to report that 
yet again we had a significant 
number of late applications. 

“This year there were 188 appli¬ 
cation received after the closing 
date.” 

But the councillor argued that 
the growing number of school- 
age children in the county had 


not had an impact on how many 
could be allocated their first 
choice. 

He said: “Although we’re seeing 
quite an increase in the numbers 
of children starting school this 
year, I’m pleased that we have 
been able to maintain the per¬ 
centage of families offered one of 
their three preferences. 

“We’ve taken a number of steps 
to make sure that we have 
enough capacity to meet the 
rising numbers of schoolchildren 
in the county. 

“For anyone unhappy with the 
place their child has been allocat¬ 
ed, there is an independent 
appeals process.”

Academies bids 
given go-ahead 

FOUR more schools in the county are 
to become academies. 

The Department of Education has 
confirmed that applications by 
Kingsthorpe College and Wootton 
Primary School in Northampton, and 
Magdalen College School and 
Southfield Primary School in Brackley, 
have all been approved. 

Kingsthorpe College is sponsored 
by the Collaborative Academies Trust, 
which has worked with the school 
for years. 

The group also became involved 
with Lumbertubs Primary School 
last month and Spring Lane Primary 
School in March. 

And the requests to convert to 
academy status keep on coming. 

The latest to join the trend in the 
county is Preston Hedges School in 
Wootton Fields, Northampton, which 
launched its bid last month.

TRAVEL REVIEW 

BRIGHTON 


IT was one of those 
surreal moments that is 
best passed on by 
picture, unfortunately 
using a camera in 
Brighton's stunning 
Royal Pavilion (above) is 
prohibited. 

In the Music Room, 
around 20 most likely 
tourists were sat, backs to 
the wall, eyes rolling at its 
majesty as they listened, 
via phone-type audio 
guide, to its history. 

From the doors to their 
left emerged two people, 
the bride, resplendent in 
white, and groom, who 
made their way to the 
centre of the room and 
had their special day cap¬ 
tured forever. 

No one looked up, not 
an eyelid was batted or a 
sound uttered. Then the 
happy couple left with as 
little ceremony as they 
had arrived. 

It’s true that visiting one 
of the most impressive 
council owned facilities in 
the country is a riveting 
experience. 

Once the home of King 
George IV it has retained 
most of its glories, 
lovingly restored in parts 
where damage had 
occurred through fire and 
freak winds. 

It’s a key cultural high¬ 
light on a visit to one of 
Britain’s most vibrant and 
cosmopolitan areas. 

There’s such a lively feel 
to Brighton and if there is 
anywhere outside the 
larger cities with more 
shops, then I’d be 
amazed. 

There are big hotel chains 
in abundance, including 
the Grand, which was 
bombed in 1984. 

None of that for us, we 
took to Kemptown, home 


to the town’s gay quarter. 
There’s a bohemian feel 
about the place, full of 
shops, bars and restau¬ 
rants all doing a roaring 
trade. We stayed at the 
White House, a refined 
boutique hotel, set in a 
regency property close to 
the seafront. 

It is immaculately deco¬ 
rated, and you can smell 
the warm welcome before 
you get to the front door. 
The breakfast laid on by 
Sean, smoked salmon and 
eggs, almost matched the 
full English a day earlier. 

It was the perfect bolt¬ 
hole and but 150 yards 
from the tiny Hand in 
Hand pub, where arty 
pictures of naked women 
from a bygone era are 
among those on the ceil¬ 
ing while the wallpaper is 
actually newsprint, some 
of it having been there an 
awful long time. 

There was quite a lot to 
get through on a miser¬ 
able wet weekend - aren’t 
they all - but we still saw 
youngsters on the rocky 
beach barbecuing ahead 
of the rain, found fish and 
chips just off the prom at 
the legendary Harry 
Ramsden’s and while the 
Ladyboys of Bangkok 
show was alluring to 
many, we headed off 
instead to Komedia for a 
night at the Comedy club. 

Nearly 300 people were 
shoe-horned inside the 
premises, some hen par¬ 
ties, a couple of stags, and 
no one was short of good 


cheer as three comics of 
varying humour pro¬ 
duced a bellyful of laughs. 

The seafront is domi¬ 
nated by the huge big 
wheel and you don’t have 
to look far from it to see 
the Brighton marina, a 
short bus or taxi ride out¬ 
side the town. 

Its mix of cafes, shops 
and bars pull in the 
tourist, but not today in 
the rain and wind. The 
moored yachts are an 
attraction in themselves. 

Brighton has something 
for everyone, whether a 
stroll to the fairground or 
bar on the pier to its vast 
array of high profile 
stores in its main shop¬ 
ping area. 

We take to the famous 
Lanes, an area of quaint 
shops, intermingled with 
restaurants and drop into 
Gars for a Chinese. 

In the basement 18 hens 
are living it up with food 
and as much drink as 
they want. 

It seems the bride to he’s 
evening to remember will 
be one of a rousing song 
on the karaoke and 
almost certainly the need 
for another meal before 
the end of the night. 

The popular fringe festi¬ 
val which has just begun, a 
three-week extravaganza 
of arts and entertainment, 
will bring more visitors 
flocking to Brighton - but 
even without it, they 
wouldn’t be disappointed 
by what they find.

Doctor orders points 
finish as Force India

FORMULA ONE 

DR Vijay Mallya is eyeing another points 
finish for Force India in Barcelona on Sunday 
as Formula One kicks off the European leg 
of the season with the Spanish Grand Prix. 

The Silverstone-based team picked up 
eight points last time out in Bahrain thanks 
to Paul di Resta’s sixth place, with the British 
driver equalling his best-ever FI finish. 

Last week’s mid-season test at the 
Mugello Circuit in Italy also gave all of the 
teams a chance to evaluate their latest car 
updates that will be introduced this 
weekend. 

Force India owner Mallya said: “Now that 
the European season is upon us, we should 
be able to bring through more updates to 
the car. That will start this weekend when 
we run with some of the new parts we 
evaluated in Mugello last week. 

“Flowever, we have to remember that 
most teams will make a development step 
for Barcelona so it remains to be seen how 
this will impact on our relative performance. 

“As well as developments for the car we 
are pushing hard to maximise the strategies 
and the drivers are delivering excellent 
performances in the races. 

“That’s so important this year with the 
margins between the teams so tight. If we 
can continue to deliver like we did in 
Bahrain then we should be able to remain in 
the hunt for points this weekend.” 

There was limited running for the team 
until the final day of the Mugello test due to 
the wet weather, but di Resta is optimistic 
of pushing for another points finish in Spain. 

Fie said: “I think when you have a result like 
that you feel very proud of everyone in the 
team. Everybody stepped up and helped 
deliver the performance. 

“The strategy was a bold one, but it was 
the right one and gave us one of our best 
results in the last couple of years. 

“I probably know Barcelona better than 
any other track on the calendar. We did two 
tests there in the winter and I had four days 
in the car so I already feel quite well 
prepared, but it’s the same for everyone. I 
expect the field to be incredibly close once 
again.”

JAMES Craig is proof that good 
things come to those who wait. 
Flaving had to bide his time on the 
replacements bench and in the 
Wanderers this season, the 
22-year-old back rower is now 
established in the Northampton 
Saints side that is pushing for Aviva 
Premiership glory. 

“From my view it’s a fortunate set 
of events that have occurred,” he 
says of the circumstances that 
have afforded him this chance. 
Injuries to Tom Wood and Samu 
Manoa, along with the suspension 
of former Leeds Carnegie team¬ 
mate and housemate Calum Clark 
seeing Craig elevated to the 
starting XV on a regular basis since 


March. After moving from the 
Yorkshire side last summer, Craig 
had been told by Saints director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder and forwards 
coach Dorian West that this season 
would be a learning one. 
Nevertheless, he has achieved his 
personal aim of forcing himself into 
the reckoning. 

“Jim and Dorian always said that it 
was going to be a building process,” 
Craig explained. “I played a lot in 
pre-season, obviously there were a 
few injuries and stuff, but I was 
hoping to get a bit more game time 
at the start of the season which 
didn’t happen. I developed a lot 
physically over the year, which was 
one of the goals that the coaches 
set, and then circumstances dictated 
that I’ve got my shot in the team 


and hopefully I have taken it. It is 
different week-in, week-out at 
Northampton where you’ve got to 
perform otherwise you’re out of the 
team, whereas at Leeds there 
wasn’t as much pressure and you 
weren’t expected to win. That 
brings different challenges, but I’m 
really enjoying it.” 

Most observers would agree that 
Craig certainly is making the most 
of the opportunity presented to 
him, having seamlessly slotted into 
the Saints side and regularly 
coming up with some crucial steals 
in the line-out. 

Flis recent form was rewarded 
with a man-of-the-match award in 
Saturday’s 42-14 win at home to 
Worcester Warriors that sealed 
Northampton’s place in the semi¬ 


finals, with a trip to table-toppers 
Flarlequins this weekend. 

It is some turnaround from this 
time last year when he was facing 
relegation to the Championship 
with Leeds. Now he is in with a 
chance of earning a Premiership 
winners’ medal in his first season at 
Franklin’s Gardens.

LEE Dickson has called on his 
Northampton Saints team-mates 
to lay it all on the line on 
Saturday when they face their 
semi-final showdown with 
Harlequins for a place in the 
Aviva Premiership final. 

The England international 
scrum-half will lead the team out 
at the Stoop where they will be 
striving for the right to play 
Leicester Tigers or Saracens in 
English club rugby’s showpiece 
event two weeks later.

Summer hols on hold 
as Aidy plots new deals

THE League Two season may be over, but 
Northampton Town boss Aidy Boothroyd cannot 
yet put his feet up and relax.

Meanwhile, defender Charles was afforded 
another start against the Millers and Boothroyd 
was speaking to both this week. 

He said: “As far as Neal is concerned, he had a 
brilliant start saving penalties - Roy of the 
Rovers stuff - and then I think he’s had a real 
downturn in form. That sometimes happens with 
people making their debut, but then I thought 
[against Rotherham] he was back to where he 
started from - very solid and good distribution, 
and he looked the player he was when he 
started here. 

“As far as Anthony is concerned, he is very 
calm and he’ll be the sort of player who gets 
better and better with games. 

“He’s certainly a guy who, like Neal, has 
impressed me as a person. You’ve got to get the 
character right before you even look at anything 
else and the pair of them are at it.” 

Should Charles stay, it could mean the end of 
Byron Webster’s time at the club. The centre 
half joined Town from Doncaster Rovers last 
summer, but has endured a season disrupted by 
injury. 

He has been a substitute in recent weeks and 
still has a year left on his contract, as do midfield 
duo Arron Davies and Paul Turnbull who have 
failed to establish themselves under Boothroyd.
